In other words, he ia in- 
eligible under the eighth section of the 
Kdmunds act. In three distinct ways, 
the Speaker said, Roberts is ineligible. 


Democratic leader Richardson fol- 


lowed Mr. Taylor. He disclaimed at tho 
outset any intention to rliscups the 
merits of the case, and would talk only 
as to the right of the House to refuse 
to swear in a man who had a certifi- 
cate of election from his State. 


Mr. Richardson said Roberts could

March 2 the Congress voted the sum 
contemplated by the treaty, and the 
amount was-- paid over to the Spanish 
government on Mav 3 


In this manner the Philippines came 


to the United States. The islands were 
ceded bv the government of Spain, 
\vhi< h had been in undisputed posses- 
sion ol them for centuiios They were 
accepted not morel;, by oui authorized 
commissioners in Paris, under the di- 
rection of the executive, but by the 
ioiistltution.il and well considered ac- 
Mon o| the representatives of the peo- 
ple ot the United States in both houses 
of Congie«s.

The increase 
In population by immigration during 
the last few years, consequent upon the 
discovery of gold, has produced such 
a condition as calls for more ample 
facilities Tor local self-government and 
more numerous conveniences of civil 
and judicial administration.

ments have grown up in various places 
constituting in point of population and 
business < Sties of thousands of inhabi- 
tants, yet there is no provisions of law 
under which a municipality can be or- 
ganized or maintained. 


New Banking Law. 


In its earlier history, the National 


Banking act seemed to prove a reason- 
able avenue through which needful ad- 
ditions to tho oin ulatlon could from 
time to time be made. Changing condi- 
tions ha\e apparently rendered it in- 
operative to that end. The high mar- 
gin in bond securities required, result- 
ing- from large premiums which gov- 
ernment bonds command in the market 
or the tax on note issues, 
or both 


operating together, appear to be the 
influences which impair its public util- 
ity. 


The attention of Congress Is respect- 


fully invited to this important matter, 
with the view of asi ertainmg whether 
•ji -.ot such reasonable 
modifications 


ran be made in the National Banking 
act as will render its service in the par- 
ticulars here referred to more respon- 
sive to the people's needs. I again urge 
that national hanks he authorized to 
organize with a capit.il of S25.000.

ment during the war. The fate of 
Ladysmlth depends upon the issue. The 
Boers are confident of success. 


Fighting at the passage of the Tu- 


gela, if it has to be forced by a "front- 
al" attack, will throw Modder River in 
the shade. It Is hoped that Buller will 
be able to outmanoeuvre the Boers and 
thus obviate the necessity of an opera- 
tion which would prove so costly In 
lives. 


The report of the Boer evacuation of 


Weenau Is regardecJ as of considerable 
Importance, U.H it la taken to mean the 
removal of the threat to (Jlery's com- 
munications, which existed for so long 
a time. 


Any considerable force permitted to

Death of Senator Kayward. 


NobraRka City, Neb., Dec. C.~United 


States Senator Hayward, of Nebraska, 
has just died at his home in this city.

The yield of corn is 
225,183,432 bushels. Excepting that of 
1889, (278,888,321 bushels,) this is the 
largest corn crop the Slate has yet pro- 
duced, and exceeds In value any pre- 
ceding crop by $1,134,627. The combined 
home value of the three grains—wheat, 
corn, and oats—is ($0.888,622, or a total

out food, is si ill in ;lie ilesli ,->n<l chipper 
at the aue of sixty-seven. He i-ajs; 
"My stomach, wl-ich l>r. Hammond 
•aid would never digest food again, is 
working regular lime, and I wouldn't 
trade it for nny similar digestive organ 
on earth. I keep pr&tty well for a man 
of my nse and am lively on my feet." 
The doctor is as devoted as ever to his 
peculiar ideas on the subject of diet. 
l',y eliminating the use of meat he 
would reduce the cost of food to Hie 
limit fixed by Dr DIo Lewis at 12i{. 
cents a day. lie attributes ill-health 
largely to the use of pork and badly- 
cooked food. 
"We do not," he says. 


"eat the right kind of food, and we do 
not prepare it properly for the table. 
Why. 
look at the hotels. I 11ml travel- 


jug agrees with me all right, except as 
to the hotel cooking, ami that is terri- 
ble. It is unholy cooking. They think 
they have got 1o be up-to-date, and 
.they have so many queer ways of fix- 
ing things in an indig< stible way."

Dr. Oliver, of NVw- 
astle. says that since the work is usu- 
ally done by young persons juid chil- 
dren at an age when growth Is active, 
and the system needs all its digestive 
secrr-Uons the daily loss of saliva to 
the svsteiu cannot but be prejudicial to 
the health.

Unfortunate Lad Cut Up By Care 


At Lowell, Maes. 
' 


I'oong "Jimmy1' Grady, who will be 


remembered here as one of the clever- 
est aocl most persistent newsboys that 
ever got rid of their wares on a street 
corner, met a horrible death at Lowell, 
Mase , on Tuesday afternoon, the 5th 
in?t. He was killed by the ears, and 
died instantly. 


The boy, in company with a chum of 


about hid own age, ran away on Toes- 
day morning from his home in Man- 
chester, and tbn first intelligence that 
his parents had o( his whereabouts was 
when word of his death came to them 


It is supposed that the boys stole a

They removed 
to Manchester about three years ago. 
"Jimmy," as he was known around 
town, was fourteen years old, and one 
of the brightest little chaps imaginable 
His parents were John and Bridget 
Grady.

solely for the making of butter.

60 gallon barrel chnrn 
and batter worker, the motive power of 
all being a 4-horse power steam engine.
